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Education community 
awaits Brown action 
on relations board

Never before has the entire education 
community from one end of California to 
the other awaited a governor's edict with 
more anticipation that they do Gov. 
Brown's appointments to the new 
Educational Employment Relations 
Board. 


Legislation clearing the way for ap­ 
pointments to the three-member board 
became effective on Jan. 1. The board is 
the top arbiter of the state’s new and 
first collective bargaining law for school 
employes. 


Much is expected of the board, which 
is called EERB for short. For example 
the board will decide what subjects fac­ 
ing the schools are proper for the collec­ 
tive bargaining procedures, who will be 
represented by exclusive bargaining 
organizations; whether the organization 
finally selected as exclusive agent is to 
get dues payments from all employes 
who are affected by the bargaining; and 
after April 1, whether elections are to be 
held in particular cases. 
The board eventually will have to 
decide whether substitute teachers and 
adult education teachers have a right to 
vote in elections to decide an exclusive 
bargaining organization. Also uncertain 
is whether some categories of profes­ 
sional personnel such as psychologists 
have a right to vote in an election to 
determine an exclusive bargaining 
agent. 


Locally, Lompoc Education Associa­ 
tion which is affiliated with CTA-NEA; 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers which is 
affiliated with CFT-AFL-CIO; Califor­ 
nia School Employes Association, which 
is affiliated with the state CSEA; and the 
school administration are quietly biding 
their time until the governor acts. 
Employe organizations have a vested in­ 
terest in haring their ranks include as 
many employes as possible; and by the 
same token, it would be in the interest of 
the school board to fractionate the total 
employe population into various 
categories and various organizations. 
Hie local chapter of the CSEA should 


be a certain to be declared the sole agent 
representing clerks, gardeners, custo­ 
dians and other non-teaching employes 
because they represent about 86 per cent 
of the approxim ate 300 classified 
employes. There has been a faint rumble 
locally indicating that the Service 
Employes International Union, AFL- 
CIO, is interested in bidding for the clas­ 
sified vote, but it is not given much 
chance to succeed. 
It is a different matter with represen­ 
tation for teachers and other certificated 
personnel. Although LEA claim s 
membership of about two-thirds of the 
teacher force, with one-third going to 
LFT, there are some imponderables. It 
appeared certain today that LFT would 
issue a challenge for the right to repre­ 
sent all teachers after April 1. 
Meanwhile, both m ajor teacher 
organizations are claiming key and 
sometimes exclusionary roles in the 
promotion of SB 160, the legislation that 
became the collective bargaining law; 
and employes on the one hand and the ad­ 
ministration mi the other have been 
scrambling to seminars on the collective 
bargaining ram ifications. The ad­ 
ministration with school board approval 
has contracted with the law firm of 
Patterson-Taggart for major seminars 
on the subject. The latter program will 
cost the district a flat $300 plus about 3-4 
cents per average daily attendance, or 
about $600. All that was arranged by the 
County Schools Office. 
In another vein, and there has been no 
confirmation, some observers contend 
that the school board will almost certain­ 
ly declare elections for both classified 
and certificated personnel, based on the 
theory that many employes, when it 
comes down to it will vote for no union at 
all. 
Still to be resolved aside from these 
matters is the transition period after 
April 1 and approaching the final date of 
July 1. There are some who contend the 
three-month period is a kind of vacuum 
when the collective bargaining law is not 
fully effective, and the old Winton act 
and its panoply of features is not yet 
dead and still not really functioning.

Pro-west forces

SILVA Porto, Angola (UPI) - Pro- 
Western forces in Angola say they are 
holding off new battlefield Initiatives to 
await the outcome of a weekend African 
summit seeking a peaceful solution to 
the civil war.

Independence of Angola, said Thursday, 
“We are not planning our own major of­ 
fensive at this time.*’ 
He said he feared any new military ac­ 
tion could jeopardize the outcome of the 
Organization of African Unity summit 
meeting in Ethiopia. 
Savimbi said his group and its ally, the 
National Front for the Liberation of 
Angola, were meeting to discuss 
strategy following the fall of two 
National Front strongholds in the north. 
The town of Uige and nearby airbase of 
Negage, vital staging posts for supplies 
of men and equipment from Zaire, were 
captured by the Marxists earlier this 
week.

of at Lompoc District Hospital although 
the facility is now functioning with a 
shortage of surgeons, hospital ad­ 
ministrator Ken Wicks said yesterday. 
He added, however, “If we can’t do it, 
we will get them to a hospital that can do 
it.” 
In the meantime, the hospital is going 
deeper in the red and Wicks is con­ 
templating ways to break even by the 
end of the fiscal year. 
Since Jan. 1, three surgeons mi the 
hospital staff have discontinued their 
high risk medical service because they 
cannot afford the new malpractice in­ 
surance premium rates. 
The doctors are Dr. John D. Sawyer, a 
general surgeon; Dr. David J. Ray, 
urological surgeon; and Dr. Jean 
Michels, an orthopedic surgeon. 
“They don’t want to operate without 
insurance and they can’t afford the in­ 
surance,” explained Wicks. 
Dr. Ray is quitting his practice and 
leaving Lompoc. 
The administrator said that Dr. W. 
Blake Jam ison and Dr. Lewis V. 
Campbell are still doing gynecology 
operations and Dr. Wallace S. Marsh is 
doing eye surgery, but that some general 
practice doctors who were delivering 
babies are not doing so now. 
Only Dr. Eldon Elam is performing 
general surgery. 
Wicks commented, “We have an ex­ 
cellent emergency room and nobody 
should have to suffer or go without 
medical care.” 
Because Lompoc doctors are not doing 
surgery as they normally would, fewer 
patients are being admitted to the 
hospital. 
The hospital census was 28 on Wednes­ 
day and 33 yesterday; the break even 
point is 36 patients. 
“Surgery is a big thing in a hospital,” 
he said. “It’s an expensive procedure 
which the hospital makes money on.” 
Presently the publicly-owned facility is 
$100,000 in the red. He believes — 
because of the malpractice insurance 
crisis — the hospital could lose $300,000 
in operation costs and that non-operating 
revenues for ’76-’76 will not possibly be 
able to cover it. 
The recourse now is to raise the 
hospital rates, said Wicks, and that is 
what he will ask the board of directors to 
do at the next meeting. 
He indicated that the district may even 
have to borrow money if the increased 
rates do not cover the deficit.

Madrid strikers

MADRID, Spain (UPI) — More than 
1,500 striking subway workers occupied a 
suburban church today to await the out­ 
come of new negotiations with manag- 
ment aimed at ending their four-day-old 
walkout.

Minister Carlos Arias Navarro to con­ 
sider the nation's burgeoning labor crisis 
— the first test of strength for Spain’s 
new post-Franco government.

Labor secretary raps 
Ford's veto action 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Labor 
Secretary John T. Dunlop today said con­ 
troversy over a picketing bill vetoed by 
President Ford has “destroyed” labor- 
management cooperation for the im­ 
mediate future. But he did not indicate 
whether he will resign to protest the 
veto. 
Dunlop’s statement followed Thur­ 
sday's dramatic protest by nine union 
leaders, who criticized Ford for the veto 
and resigned from an administration 
labor-management committee. 
Today, Dunlop made no mention of his 
own deliberations on whether to resign. 
But he indicated controversy over the 
construction site picketing bill made him 
pessimistic about future dealings in the 
industry. 
“I fear that the shrill and emotional 
pressures of the past few months have 
now destroyed for a period the pos­ 
sibility of continued labor-management 
cooperation in the national level on a 
construction industry-wide basis,” he 
said. 
The union leaders resigned Thursday 
from the administration’s construction 
industry labor-management committee 
and said the veto had lost Ford what is 
commonly known as “hard-hat” support 
in the 1976 presidential campaign. 
Among them was Teamsters Union 


president Frank Fitzsimmons, a sup­ 
porter of former President Richard Nix­ 
on. “If he (Ford) can’t support labor, I 
don’t know how labor can support him,” 
Fitzsimmons said. 
Dunlop, who worked out a labor- 
management compromise on the con­ 
struction industry bill by promising 
Ford’s support, was disgruntled when 
the President yielded to conservative 
pressure to veto the bill. The unions said 
it destroyed Dunlop’s credibility. 
The vetoed bill, known as “common 
situs picketing,” would have allowed 
building trades union pickets to shut 
down an entire construction site in a dis­ 
pute with only one subcontractor. 
The secretary, who acknowledged 
after the veto that he was considering 
resigning, has spent the past two weeks 
discussing his options with leaders of 
labor and management. 
The union leaders’ resignation from 
the presidentially appointed Collective 
Bargaining Committee in Construction 
prompted reports spreading from 
Capitol Hill to the White House Thursday 
that Dunlop probably had decided to 
resign, too. 
Dunlop’s aides insisted he was still un­ 
decided. They said, however, the union 
leaders’ action would have an impact on 
the outcome. 


HONG KONG (UPI) - China’s collec­ 
tive leadership proclaimed almost a 
week of national mourning today for 
Premier Chou En-lai to permit 800 
million Chinese to pay tribute to the man 
who played a vital role in the birth and 
growth of the People’s Republic of 
China. 
It was announced that funeral services 
would be held Thursday for the 78-year- 
old Chou who died Thursday morning 
after a four-year battle against cancer 
Observers assume the urn containing 
Chou's ashes will be buried in PAing’s 
“Cemetery of the Revolutionaries” at 
the memorial ceremony. 
Chou’s death elevated Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-peng to the highest point of 
his stunning political comeback from the 
disgrace he suffered during China’s 
Cultural Revolution of the 1960s. It was 
considered almost certain he would suc­ 
ceed Chou as Premier and continue the 
current Chinese policies. 
Peking Radio announced that ac­ 
cording to Chinese custom no foreipi 
government will be invited to the 
funeral. This apparently scotched 
reports by Japanese Foreign Ministry 
sources in Tokyo that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger would attend the 
funeral. 
Teng has carried out the day-to-day 
duties of the premiership while Chou was 
ailing and it was he who conferred with 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger during their recent 
visit to ?>eking. American diplomats said 
they expected no change in U.S.-China 
relation« although Chou was reported to 
have gotten along with Kissinger far bet­ 
ter than Teng. 
Although China and its allies mourned 
Chou, there was scant recognition of his 
death in the Soviet Union, now a foe of 
the nation with which it (Mice formed a 
powerful alliance. Only a few words 
were carried by the Tass news agency 
and printed in the Russian papers. 
President Ford sent a message of con­ 
dolence and former President Richard 
M. Nixon, who met Chou during his 1972 
visit to China, said “only a handful of 
men in the 20th Century will ever match 
Premier Chou’s impact on the history of 
the world.” 
The Central Committee of the Chinese 
Communist Party and the State Council, 
which Chou headed for more than 26 
years, announced the most elaborate 
memorial services ever held for any 
leader of the young People’s Republic of 
China. 
Saturday and Sunday were set aside 
for people to pay last respects to his re­ 
mains. Mourning ceremonies were 
scheduled for Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. The main, final memorial 
service was set for next Thursday. 
A funeral committee of 107 of Chou’s 
party com rades, headed by party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, was formed. 
One of the big questions was whether 
Mao, 82 and ailing himself, would turn 
out for the memorial service. 
A Peking dispatch by the German 
news agency DPA said The Peking 
People’s Daily, official newspaper of the 
Chinese Communist party, today devoted 
its entire front page to Chou’s death. 
A black framed photograph of Chou, 
taken when he was younger, was spread 
across several columns. The page in­ 
cluded a eulogy by the Communist party 
and the government and a report on the 
establishment of the burial committee 
headed by Mao. 
The banner headline across the top of 
the fro n t page read : “ E te rn a l 
Remembrance and Eternal Glory for 
Com rade Chou En-lai, the G reat 
Proletarian Revoutionary of the Chinese 
People and Outstanding Communist 
Fighter.” 
Joblessness holds steady; 
wholesale prices decline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
economy, which suffered a bleak 1975, 
showed some encouraging signs of 
rebounding today with government 
reports that more people were returning 
to work and wholesale prices dropped for 
the first time in six months. 


The Labor Department said jobles­ 
sness held steady in December but per­ 
sisted at an historically high rate of 8.3 
per cent. But more persons were 
employed last month than in November. 
In a separate report, the Labor 
Department said wholesale prices, 
meanwhile, declined 0.4 per cent last 
month. Sharply lower food prices were 
the major reason for the drop. 
The latest statistics prompted some 


optimism within the administration, 
which has been hoping for some brighter 
news going into an election year. 
A White House spokesman said “the 
December unemployment figures in­ 
dicate to us a belief that the economy is 
continuing to recover. On the wholesale 
price index, the data continues to in­ 
dicate that inflation is continuing to 
moderate.” 
The spokesman said the encouraging 
economic news “is about what we ex­ 
pected.” 


Administration economists anticipate 
an easing of inflationary pressures in 
1976, but the high unemployment rate is 
not expected to dissipate for at least the 
next few months. 


Although unemployment was down in 
December from the 1975 high of 9.2 per 
cent last May, the annual rate proved to 
be 8.5 per cent — making it one of 
history’s worst years for the American 
worker. 
Some 7.8 million persons were un­ 
employed in December — unchanged 
from November — while the total 
number of employed persons rose by 
240,000 to 77.8 million. The increase 
reflected a return to work of 20,000 
strikers.

Split feasibility study 
now nearing completion

The voluminous, months-long 
feasibility study attached to 
Countv Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher s proposal to split 
Santa Barbara County in two 
could well turn out to be a 
historic and useful document to 
the county as a whole, whether 
the county split plan flourishes 
or is killed 
That is the opinion of one of 
the chief architects of the 
fe a s ib ility study. Larry 
Lavagnino. administrative as­ 
sistant to Supervisor Fletcher 
Lavagnino said today in 
referring to the study: 
i t s a long haul, but it's 
almost over " 
He said the hope now is to 
complete the study by Jan 15. 
and expressed the belief the 
document will point up ways by 
which the county coffers, at 
least can get added revenues. 
It is designed to show 
whether it is in the best interest 
of the North County to split 
away from the South Coast por­ 
tion of the county and form a 


separate "Los Padres County." 
No clue has come from the 
chief participants in the study 
— which includes the county 
auditor-controller's office — as 
to whether it appears at this 
time North County resident 
would benefit tax-wise and in 
other ways from a split. 
But it is assumed that certain 
facts have come to light by now 
which has given encouragement 
for the architects of the plan to 
keep going on to the end. or the 
ambitious project seemingly 
would have been abandoned by 
now. 
Lavagnino said he has the 
feeling that data being ac­ 
cumulated with funding help 
from the county can be of jit- 
most aid to the county in its 
deliberations on the 1976-77 
budget late this spring 
He has been burning the mid­ 
night oil with Bill Parsons, as­ 
sistant county auditor- 
co ntro lle r, of late, in a 
prolonged final effort to get the 
report out this month. 
County supervisors recently 


authorized minor funding from 
the county to help Fletcher’s of­ 
fice in this endeavor, on the 
grounds that the data being 
compiled will be enlightening to 
county taxpayers as a whole 
Only Supervisor James M. 
Slater opposed county financial 
aid for the project headed by 
Fletcher's office. He termed 
the county split study by the 
Fifth District supervisor’s of­ 
fice as a private political under­ 
taking and voted against county 
funds being spent in such 
fashion. 
Should the county split plan 
be put before the voters of the 
county. Lavagnino said he feels 
it would have a good chance of 
succeeding, in view of current 
legislation which would allow 
such a split if county voters as a 
whole endorsed it by a majority 
vote, along with a majority vote 
in the north county area. 
Previously there was skep­ 
ticism that the plan could carry 
in an election on the feeling that 
a majority couldn't be obtained 
in the South county area. 
Little support voiced 
for law consolidation

The County Deputy Sheriff’s 
Assn proposal for consolidation 
of city and county law enforce­ 
ment agencies throughout the 
county appears to be falling by 
the wayside, with a majority of 
the five cities in the county 
already expressing opposition 
to the plan. 
With either official or unof­ 
ficial reports having already 
been sounded by five of the six 
cities, there is no strong sup­ 
port for the plan that has come 
from any of the five. 
The plan as suggested late 
last summer by the Deputy 
Sheriff's Assn. after a special 
committee study called for con­ 
sideration of consolidation of 
city police forces with sheriff’s 
officers in the interests of 
economy and efficiency. 
The Board of Supervisors 
received the proposal and last 
Oct. 27 directed Administrative 
Officer Ravmond D. Johnson

Johnson at that time said it 
seemed best to have favorable 
commitments from each of the 
five city councils.

10 years ago. “ Now that we 
have achieved our goal...to con­ 
solidate, in the council's opi­ 
nion, would be a step 
backward," Coates stated. 
Coates added, however, that 
if the county supervisors found 
other cities interested in form­ 
ing a task force to study the 
proposal, Carpintería would 
want to be represented on any 
group "organized for that pur­ 
pose." 
Meanwhile, expressions from 
the city of Lompoc met with 
disapproval. Santa Maria city 
officials haven’t been heard

Mobile home 
subdivision 
requested 


A new concept in low-cost 
county housing surfaced Thurs­ 
day with a developer telling 
county officials he is seeking 
approval of a subdivision in­ 
volving sale of small lots for 
mobile home sites. 
Alden C. Barrios, the appli­ 
cant explaining his plan for a 
mobile home residential 
"tract" before a County Office 
of Environmental Review hear­ 
ing, said 83 7,000 square foot 
lots would be set up on a 21.74 
acre property 14 miles west of 
Santa Maria Airport for this 
purpose. 
Barrios has submitted a docu­ 
ment claiming the project 
would not have serious adverse 
environmental effects. He said 
he didn’t feel the project would 
be classified as a mobile home 
park because of pad ownership.

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No surprise seen 
in Chou successor 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
ChinetP Communist party has 
had plenty of time to decide 
who will fill the power gap left 
hy the death of Premier Chou 
En-tai ^ a man many called 
China's ’ Mr Everything." 
Because Chou was hospital* 
ited for almost two years 
before he died of cancer Thurs­ 
day at 78. his passing was not 
expected to immediately alter 
the power picture in Peking. 
In fact. Chou's almost certain 
successor. Vice-Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping. has been carrying 
out the premier's duties since 
1874. 
The 71-year-old Teng is a sl­ 
ight but tou^ veteran of the 


revolution that brought the 
Communists to power in China 
in 1949 He has made one of the 
most remarkable comebacks in 
Chinese political history. 
Teng was secretary general 
of the party and first vice­ 
premier under Chou in the 
government before he was 
purged in 1966 during the 
Cultural Revolution 
He returned from political 
limbo in the spring of 1973. His 
subsequent rise to the political 
summit has been so remarka­ 
ble Western observers say it 
could be compared only to 
Richard Nixon's being re­ 
elected president 
In addition to being the key

peppered all over America to­ 
day but some special attention 
was centered on Massa­ 
chusetts. 
In that state's primary 
procedure state officials list the 
names of persons they deem to 
be candidates or potential can­ 
didates.

Ralph Nader already has 
done that — with a stinging 
rebuke.

Calif., was milking some drama 
from the Massachusetts system 
with his announcement today 
whether he will sUy in or get 
out of the Bay State political 
sweepstakes on the Republican 
side. 
Meanwhile, in Washington 
Sen. Robert Byrd. W.Va., 
called a news conference today 
to aiuKMince he will seek the 
Democratic nomination, al­ 
though Byrd is expected to limit 
his campaign to West Virginia. 
Nader, the consumer ad­ 
vocate. had to declare himself a 
non-candidate and he let 
Massadiusetts officials know 
he did not approve of their 
system, ‘in a democracy it 
should not be up to politicians to 


turn citizens, who are active in 
mm-partisan citizenship, into 
partisan politicians. 
it is up to citizens them­ 
selves to decide whether they 
wish to become politicians run­ 
ning for office." Nader wrote. 
Alabama Gov. George Wal­ 
lace was professing there 
Thursday. "I don't expect to do 
well " But his state leader said 
Massachusetts was turning on 
“ to the Wallace issues — not 
just busing, but crime, unem­ 
ployment. high taxes and the 
feeling of being fed up with big 
government." 
Jimmy Carter, former gover­ 
nor of Georgia, took along a 
black Congressman from his 
state to make the introductions 
in Boston black residential 
areas.

150 hurt 
in Chicago 
train wreck 


CHICAGO (U PI) - A crowd­ 
ed Chicago Transit Authority 
commuter train plowed into the 
rear of a parked fully loaded 
train during the morning rush 
hour today, trapping some pas­ 
sengers in the rear car. 
No deaths were reported but 
more than 150 persons were 
sent to hospitals. 
Workers had to use torches to 
cut two women out of the rear 
of the stati<mary train. Their 
faces were bloody and they 
were taken away on stretchers. 
At least two others trap­ 
ped in the same car were freed 
by emergency workers. 
The back end of the rear car 
was a mass of twisted metal 
and broken glass. It appeared 
the other train had smashed at 
least four seats deep into the 
standing train and pushed it 15 
yards. 
СТА spokesman Thomas 
Buck said there were about 500 
persons aboard the two six-car 
southbound Jefferson Park line 
trains bringing commuters into 
the city. 'The crash occurred at 
the Addison Street Statimi, a 
modem concrete affair situated 
along the median of the Ken­ 
nedy Expressway, one of 
Chicago’s busist arteries. Am­ 
bulances and police cars jam­ 
med the area. 
There were no reports of 
deaUis but the injury list con­ 
tinued to rise. 
Crash victims were sent to at 
least seven hospitals.

Male sperm isolation 
reported by researchers 


CHICAGO (U PI) - Two doc­ 
tors have determined human 
sperm can be separated and the 
nruile-producing portion isolated 
but both My it is not known 
whether separation w ill 
produce more male offspring. 
Dr. W. Paul Dmowski, head 
of the fertility clinic at Michael 
Reese hospital, said 'Thursday 
that since early last year 
research has been conducted 
here and in California on 
separation of human sperm to 
increase the chances of produc­ 
t if of males. 
“ We began work on this last 
year, in the March-May peri- 


od," said Dmowski. He said he 
had collaborated in the work 
with Dr. Ronald Erickson, 
Sausalito, Calif., after learning 
of Erickson’s research in the 
field. 
Separation of sperm cells has 
been tested with the approval of 
several private patients, 
Dmowski said. 
“ What would be the result, 
whether it would lead to 
producing more male than 
female children is not known at 
this time.” Dmowski said. He 
said that thus far, the study 
mainly had shown only that a 
separation could be done.

The life of praise and its power will be 
the subject of Chaplain Merlin R. 
Carothers, pastor and author, as he 
speaks tonight at 7.30 in Vandenberg 
AFB Chapel 1.

privacy act 


The fam ily Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act which 
became effective late last year 
gives students new and exten­ 
sive rights regarding access to 
their official college records as 
well as the right to challenge 
and impose limitations on the 
release of certain information 
contained in student records, it 
was noted today by Dr. William 
S. Houpt, vice president for Stu­ 
dent Personnel Services at 
Allan Hancock College. 
The new law gives students 
considerable control over how 
information in their files may 
be used but it also contains a 
provision which allows the 
college to disseminate certain 
directory information unless 
the student notifies the Admis­ 
sions and Records Office in 
writing that he or she does not 
desire such information to be 
released. 
Directory information is 
defined as a student's name, ad­ 
dress. telephone listing, place 
of birth, major field of study, 
degrees held, etc., Dr. Houpt 
explained. 
Dr. Houpt stressed the fact 
that at Allan Hancock College 
no derogatory information is 
placed in student files and that 
students may have full access 
to all information merely by 
making an appointment in 
writing to review their file. He 
also noted that it is important 
that students who do not wish 
‘ directory" information to be 
given out to notify his office in 
writing as soon as possible. The 
required forms are available in 
the Admissions Office.

BALTIMORE (U PI) - Uni­ 
versity Hospital doctors, 
alarmed by a flareup of poten­ 
tially serious streptococcus in­ 
fections among newborn babies 
in 1974, have come up with a 
new treatm ent that has 
eliminated further outbreak of 
the contagious disease. 
Dr. Merrill J. Snyder, of the 
hospital’s Division of Infectious 
diseases, said the process in­ 
volved painting the umbilical 
stump of each infant with a an­ 
tibacterial solution containing a 
mixture of three dyes. 
He said the triple dye solution 
had been used against other in­ 
fections although doctors are 
not sure how it works. Now that 
the hospital has been success­ 
ful. the procedure is being used 
in more hospitals as a preven­ 
tive measure against Group B 
strep. 


"We started to do this in 
hopes it might reduce coloniza­ 
tion and after a few months the 
colonization was lower. We 
don’t know why," Snyder said. 


The hospital had recorded 
four cases of the contagious 
Group B strep within a period 
of 26 days in September, 1974, 
when doctors decided to recall 
238 infants born during a five- 
week period. 


"We had a responsibility to 
our community and our pa­ 
tients to see that we had no 
other children with Group B 
strep and to tell mothers that if 
their children developed fever 
to bring them back in," he said. 
"In association with that we 
developed a colonization study 
of these children to learn more 
about the epidemology of this 
Group B neonatal infection." 


Snyder worked with two other 
specialists at the hospital, Dr. 
Ellen R. Wald and Ronald L. 


Controlling pollution 
The federal government 
spent $7 billion on protecting 
the environment and con­ 
trolling pollution in 1975, an 
increase of $1.7 billion over 
1974. Expenditures fell into 
three categories: understan­ 
ding, describing and predic­ 
ting the environment ($1.107 
billion); protection and 
enhancement 
activities 
($1.099 billion); pollution con­

The doctors found that only 3 
per cent of the infants treated 
with the triple dye had a 
colonization of Group B strep, 
while 8.4 per cent treated with a 
hexachlorophene skin cleanser 
had a colonization. In the con­ 
trol group, which received 
neither treatment. 12 per cent 
of the babies had a colonization 
of the infection. 
The infection affects infants 
in various ways such as reduced 
body temperature, increased 
irritability, excessive sleeping 
and irregular feedings. It is 
fatal in 15 to 50 per cent of the 
cases if not treated. Two deaths 
occurred among eight infants 
who developed the infection at 
the hospital during the past two 
years. 


The new treatment has been 
used in postnatal care on a daily 
basis since May, and there have 
been no incidents of the disease 
at the hospital, Snyder said. 
Dr. Wald said the strep B in­ 
fections are usually contracted 
from the mother and occur 
within the first 24 hours of an 
infant's life. The organisms 
congregate at the umbilical 
stump. 
“These streptococci in the 
nursery can be gotten two 
ways, one is the contamination 
of the baby from the mother at 
birth — the baby is bom with it 
— and the second way is the 
baby acquires it probably from 
other babies in the nursery.” 
‘‘We both got rid of the 
colonization and prevented ba­ 
bies from acquiring coloniza­ 
tion by the use of this cord 
care." he said.

Alcoholism 


I project aimed

| at veterans 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Rebuilding self-images of 
drinkers and giving them a “new motivation for 
living" are potent tools in an alcoholism recovery 
program for military veterans 
The program was started by the new Veterans 
Administration Hospital in La Jolla to help an increas­ 
ing number of people who want to be free of the bottle. 
Besides medical care where indicated, tools include 
group therapy, hypnosis, involvement with new friends 
and recreational therapy — all aimed at developing 
the individuality needed for victory over alcohol. 
“ Basically, alcoholism is a disease or condition 
from which recovery is not only possible but highly 
likely for anyone who becomes involved in the 
recovery process." says Mary Pendery. head of the 
hospital's alcoholism program and secretary of the 
Alcoholism Council of California. 
“This can happen through treatment centers. 
Alcoholics Anonymous or other kinds of help. Very 
often a combination works most effectively." 
Dr Pendery. holder of a doctorate in psychology, 
has a multidisciplinary staff of doctors, psychiatrists, 
alcoholism counselors, nurses, recreational therapists 
and teachers. Another element is a volunteer man-and* 
wife team of hypnotists who give motivational lectures 
| 
and teach self-hypnosis and techniques for changing 
habit patterns. 
The 44 beds in the inpatient unit, in the hospital's 
I 
psychiatric section, are used for alcoholics and 
persons with alcohol-related medical and psy- 
;| 
chological care needs 
"We have an alternative outpatient program that 
provides all the treatment modalities of our inpatient 
program." Dr. Pendery said. 
Inpatient treatment alone is not sufficient because 
;| 
of a tendency of patients to feel reduced stress and a 
lower craving for alcohol during their hospital stays, 
then have "another crisis" after they are released, she 
$ 
said 
i| 
"This forces us to emphasize the role alcohol plays 
in their lives. It's necessary to generate enthusiasm 
and a new motivation for living — preferably with new 
| 
friends who will encourage and promote a sober way 
of life and who can provide a ‘survival network’ in 
times of stress." 
Patients meet each other in activities aimed at 
enhancing self-images and confidence. They take part 
in special interest classes, sports, painting, writing 
courses and social events. 
Two Alcoholics Anonymous meetings a week are 
held at the hospital. 
"We still consider Alcoholics Anonymous to be the 
backbone of recovery in any community, and without 
that resource it would be impossible for existing 
programs to bring about the very high recovery rate 
now possible." she said. 
The society patients develop is characterized by "a 
tremendous mutual concern and thoughtfulness and is 
a source of help when one flounders,” she said. "There 
is someone to insure that he is brought back up.” 
Motivational training — "almost an application of 
the old Dale Carnegie type of thing" — is linked to the 
| 
crafts and self-expression courses. 
“Patients can learn to be very expressive and 
talented without alcohol.” she said. "They renew 
skills, and writing a business letter the first time is no 
longer a big deal. 
“This kind of productive work is a great vehicle for 
building up self-esteem. This is an aspect of the 
rehabilitation of alcoholics that I hope will be ex­ 
panded in this country." 
The influx of new patients is a major challenge. 
“ Education has reduced the stigma of alcoholism, so 
many people are willing to come forward and seek 
help, either on their own or with a little push from the 
courts or their own families. Resources are being 
stretched to the breaking point.” 
Estimates vary, but conservatively, she said, the na­ 
tion has 9 million alcoholics, three million of them 
veterans. In addition, many heart and cancer cases 
are deemed "secondary to excessive consumption of 
alcohol.” Dr. Pendery said. 
Adding to the burden is the difficulty of obtaining in­ 
creased government aid. The state outlay for 
alcoholism treatment runs under $25 million a year. 
"It’s disheartening that at the very time the pos­ 
sibilities for recovery are being documented and 
publicized, our resources remain so meager,” she 
said. 
"Fund shortages are bringing about collaboration 
at the local level that is not typical of the VA hospitals 
in the past. Our experiments with ways to handle a 
very large volume of patients have led to some of our 
most interesting and innovative treatment approa-

ches.”

She said the hospital coordinates closely with other 
agencies because of the great need for a well coor­ 
dinated community system to eliminate "glaring gaps 
in services and “revolving door’ treatment” lacking 
followup. 


"Our goal is to get the most intelligent use from 
| 
each resource rather than to duplicate.” 
Followup programs are essential because 
alcoholism "is a life-long condition and the pressures 
in this society are relentless,” she said. 
"This is an alcohol-promoting society. Its pressures 
socially and in the media are relentless. What we 
believe in is encouraging persons to be true in­ 
dividualists. Recovering alcoholics have to be in some 
ways stronger than the average person.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation's unemployment rate 
remained unchanged at 8.3 per 
cent in December, ending 1975 
more than 1 per cent higher 
than it was at the close of the 
previous year, the Labor 
Department said today. 
Some 7 8 million persons 
were unemployed in December, 
unchanged from November. 
But the total number of 
emploved persons increased by 
240.000 to 77 8 million - partly 
because 20.000 workers re­ 
turned from strikes. 
The last time the annual 
average unemployment rate 
was above 8 per cent occurred 
in 1941. when it reached 9.9 per 
cent. 
Unemployment has persisted 
at a rate ranging between 8 3 
per cent and 8.6 per cent over 
the last six months It peaked 
last vear in May when the 


number of unemployed persons 
reached 9.2 per cent. 
The annual average unem­ 
ployment in 1975 was 8.5 per 
cent, making it one of history's 
worst years for the American 
worker. The jobless rate stood 
at 7 2 per cent at the end of 1974, 
Employment improved in 
December for adult males, blue 
collar and factory workers and 
most service employes. But un­ 
employment among women 
rose 06 per cent — reflecting a 
worsening situation among 
teen-age girls - and there was 
a decline in jobs for transporta­ 
tion and public utility 
employes. 
Joblessness declined 0.4 per 
cent to 6.5 per cent for adult 
men Unemployment also de­ 
clined from 11 per cent to 10.3 
per cent for blue collar 
workers.

Ag preserve bill 
amended heavily 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
major bill designed to preserve 
California's 12 million acres of 
prime agricultural land was 
amended Thursday by its 
author to exempt 90 per cent of 
California cities and make 
other substantial changes 


In his “state of the state ad­ 
dress.’’ Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. targeted as one of his goals 
the “need to preserve prime 
a g ric u ltu ral land. I t ’s a 
resource that must be protected 
not only for this generation but 
for those who come after us.” 
Assemblyman Charles War­ 
ren, D-Los Angeles, author of 
the only major bill on the sub­ 
ject. said the changes in his 
measure would exempt cities 
with less than 1.600 agricultural 
acres within their boundaries 
from planning restrictions 
aimed at saving farm land from 
development. 
The amendments also permit 
construction on prime agricul­ 
tural land if the developers can 


persuade a state board that no 
other suitable land was availa­ 
ble and that the development 
would be more important to the 
state's interests than maintain­ 
ing farm land Prior provisions 
permitted no such development 
after local governments adopt­ 
ed agricultural land use plans. 
Warren said the changes 
would result in about 100,000 ad­ 
ditional acres of prime farm 
land being taken out of 
agricultural production. He 
also said the amendments “les­ 
sened the intensity of the op­ 
position’’ to the bill. 
At Warren s request, the bill 
(AB15) was returned to the As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee for an additional hearing 
Sept. 16. Previously, the bill 
had cleared the committee and 
reached the Assembly floor. 
Under the measure, a new 
state Agricultural Resource 
Council would have final veto 
power over local zoning agen­ 
cies. except the cities exempted 
by the amendments. 
Suit challenges limit 
on campaign spending 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
suit challenging the campaign 
spending limitations in the 
state's Political Reform Act 
was filed Thursday by a group 
which failed to qualify a tax in­ 
itiative for this year’s ballot. 
The “Committee for a Two- 
Thirds Vote on Taxation’’ failed 
to gather the required 499.846 
voter signatures by the Dec. 26 
deadline to qualify for the ballot 
a measure requiring a two- 
thirds vote of the legislature to 
increase all taxes. 
In its Superior Court suit, the 
committee requested that they 
be given until May 5 to submit 
additional voter signatures. It 
said 217,494 signatures had been 


collected by Dec. 26. 
Committee members said 
they were unable to collect suf­ 
ficient signatures because they 
were limited under the reform 
act to spending $137,707 for the 
effort 


They asked that the Fair 
Political Practices Commission 
be restrained from imposing 
spending limitations on efforts 
to qualify initiatives for the 
ballot 


Named in the suit were the 
commission. Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu and the 
registrars of voters of the 10 
most populous California coun­ 
ties.

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Hospitals authorized 
to hire emergency help 
as pressure increases

LOS ANGELES (UP!) - 
Public hospitals, increasingly 
pressed as a doctor s strike 
went into its second week, were 
authorized Thursday to hire 
emergency help. Administra­ 
tors began discharging scores 
of patients early to make room 
for more serious cases 
Thousands of doctors sus­ 
pended or limited practice New 
Year's Day. saying they could 
not afford a 327 per cent in­ 
crease in malpractice insur­ 
ance premiums 
The strike affects physicians' 
office practices and more than 
90 of the area's 230 private 
hospitals. It has ended almoat 
all non-emergency surgery and 
made it virtually impossible for 
residents to find a doctor, par- 
ticularlv to treat a new ailment. 


except at public hospital 
emergency rooms 
The early discharges reduced 
patient loads at Los Angeles 
Countv hospitals taking the 
brunt of the strike But it was a 
"one-shot measure” and the in­ 
flux of patients will soon catch 
up with the gain, said Liston 
Witherill. director of the county 
Health Services Department. 
New mothers were being sent 
home two days after giving 
birth instead of the usual three 
Patients with broken bones and 
other "non-emergency" cases 
were discharged. No count of 
early releases was made, of­ 
ficials said. 
The County Board of Supervi­ 
sors authorized hospital ad­ 
ministrators to pay overtime 
and hire temporary employes 


to cope with the patient load, 
although officials have said that 
even without the strike the 
system will have a 120 million 
deficit this year. 
The strike burden may brin| 
on drastic cutbacks later in the 
year to meet the budget, they 
said.

"It's not only a health crisis, 
but a money crisis that is being 
shifted from private hospitals 
and doctors to county tax­ 
payers.” said supervisor Ken­ 
neth Hahn 
The legal counsel to the state 
medical association, Charles 
Bond, said he had warned physi­ 
cians that suspending practice 
or refusing to treat new 
patients may expose them to 
legal action, like the malprac­ 
tice suits that set off the crisis.

Immediate constitutionality 
ruling asked on malprac bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill was introduced Thursday in 
the Assembly to require that 
the state Supreme Court rule 
immediately, on the constitu­ 
tionality of a medical malprac­ 
tice insurance law passed by 
the legislature last year. 
The author. Assemblyman 
Richard Robinson. D-Santa 
Ana. said the Supreme Court 
should intervene in the rare 
fashion because the state in­ 
surance commissioner has not 
considered the law’s impact on 


malpractice rates because he 
believes it is unconstitutional. 


No case challenging the law’s 
constitutionality has been 
brought before a Superior 
Court. Robinson said he expect­ 
ed lawyers would wait "for a 
gory, sensational case to take it 
to the Supreme Court” and ad­ 
ded the current crisis demands 
that the law’s constitutionality 
be tested quickly. 


Robinson said in only one 
other instance, during the 1930s 


on a workmen's compensation 
law, has the legislature re­ 
quired the high court to rule im­ 
mediately on a statute. 
R obinson sa id his b ill 
(AB2837) is supported by the 
Assembly Democratic leader­ 
ship. 
The malpractice law gave the 
insurance commissioner power 
to block excessive malpractice 
rate hikes, placed a ceiling on 
attorney's contingency fees and 
limited pain and suffering 
awards to.$200,000. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Rejecting the suggestions of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., the 
state Personnel Board has 
proposed an average 9.7 per 
cent pay raise for state 
employes costing an estimated 
$194.8 million. 
In recommendations to the 
governor and the legislature on 
pay boosts beginning next July 
1. the independent board Thurs­ 
day also requested a $14.6 
million improvement in fringe 
benefits. 
In his "state of the state” 
speech. Brown called for 
elimination of traditional per­ 
centage pay raises for state 
workers and reissued his last 
year’s appeal for a flat dollar 
across-the-board increase. 
With this approach, he said, 
lower paid workers would be 


aided more than their higher 
paid colleagues. 


The board also recommended 
a $20.5 million pay raise for 
highway patrolmen, ranging 
from 15 to 20 per cent. Patrol 
officers were scheduled for a 
17.5 per cent raise last year but 
Brown reduced it to 10 per cent. 


The board, whose annual 
report will be formally submit­ 
ted to Brown and the lawmak­ 
ers F r i d a y, said its recom­ 
mendations were necessary to 
bring the pay and benefits of 
civil servants “into line with 
rates prevailing in private in­ 
dustry ami other governmental 
jurisdictions.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
world is pulling out of the reces­ 
sion, which will end this year — 
except in Great Britain, where 
it will linger on for “political” 
reasons, an international 
economic conference was told 
Thursday. 
The recovery will be moder­ 
ate and undramatic, according 
to participants in the outlook 
conference sponsored by the 
UCLA Graduate School of 
Management. 
“The primary thrust to the 
economics of the United States 
and most major countries will 
come from consumer spending, 
because at home and abroad the 
investment boom has cooled 
off,” said Robert Williams, 
director of the UCLA forecast 
project. 
Participants forecast that the 
U.S. gross national product 
would rise 5 to 6 per cent in real 
terms, exports should rise 4 per 
cent and inflation will continue 
to decline, dropping to about 5 
per cent, compared to the pre­ 
sent 7 per cent. 
GNP increases of 4 to 5 per 
cent were forecast for France 
and West Germany, 3 to 4 per 
cent for Belgium, Italy and the 


Netherlands, but only .5 per 
cent for Great Britain. 
Michael Spicer, a British 
member of parliament and 
managing director of Economic 
Models Ltd., noted the minis­ 
cule growth predicted for the 
United Kingdom, saying his 
nation’s economic problems are 
“political to some extent ” 
“It is a country that thrives 
on problems, but I think we 
have gotten to the point now 
where we recognize we cannot 
thrive on these econom ic 
problems,” he commented. 
There was disagreement on 
the forecast for Japan. Charles 
Stancomb, executive director 
of Economic Models Ltd., 
predicted a GNP gain of 6.1 per 
cent. But Nimei Akamatsu, 
senior vice president of the 
Sumitomo Bank of California, 
put the figure at 3.8 per cent, 
saying rising prices and govern­ 
ment deficits will cut into real 
gains. 


R Hal Mason, UCLA profes­ 
sor of international business, 
predicted that the European 
recovery will not develop 
strength until the second or 
third quarter. 
“And then, because of con­ 
tinuing fears of inflation, the 
turnaround is not likely to be 
strongly supported by govern­ 
ment policy,” he said. “Con­ 
sequently, we can expect only a 
weak recovery abroad which 
may be short lived.” 


Dr. Thomas Wilson of the 
University of Toronto said the 
outlook for Canada depends on 
the strength of the U.S. 
recovery. 
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Early childhood education 
achievements show improvement 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Stu­ 
dents in California's early 
childhood education program 
achieved more during the last 
school year than in the previous 
year, state education officials 
report. 
Released at a meeting of the 
state Board of Education 
Thursday, a report said stu­ 
dents involved in the program 
for two years have not only 
maintained student achieve­ 
ment gains but accelerated the 
gains, based on tests. • 
The report covered the 1974- 
’75 school year, the second year 
the program has been evaluat­ 
ed by the Department of Educa­ 
tion. Started in 1972-73, the 
program involves about 400,000 
children in kindergarten 
through grade three. 
A major priority of state 
schools chief Wilson Riles, the 


program requires parents, 
teachers and administrators to 
work together in determining 
the educational needs of chil­ 
dren, ways of meeting those 
needs, and evaluating the 
results. 
Costing $63 million this year, 
it emphasizes individual in­ 
struction, with individualized 
learning plans for each child. A 
chief feature is that the ratio of 
adults and older student assist­ 
ants to children is I to 10 in the 
classroom. 
The report said students in 
the program scored above the 
national average in reading and 
equaled or exceeded the nation­ 
al average in mathematics dur­ 
ing 1974-75. 
Riles told board members the 
findings “should be particularly 
gratifying to all of us since they

Third world capitals were 
even more effusive in their 
praise Mexican President Luis 
Echeverria called Chou "an 
outstanding fighter for world 
peace and one of the great 
builders of the new Chinese 
society."

Report to Congress claims: 
Marines on the skids 


WASHINGTON (UPU — The 
overall quality of the Marine 
Corps has been decreasing, 
resulting in discipline problems 
and higher than average rates 
of drug use and desertion, ac­ 
cording to an official report 
sent to Congress 
One cause was the end of the 
draft, it said. 
In a report on manpower 
quality and force structure 
released Wednesday, the Ma­ 
rines took a hard look at 
themselves. In a letter to Sen. 
Sam Nunn. D-Ga.. the Corps' 
commander. Gen Lewis Wil­ 
son. said some of the problems 
were being corrected by in­ 
creasing standards. 
"Various Defense Depart­ 
ment studies and reports in­ 
dicate that the Corps had the 


highest rates in the armed 
forces on a per capita basis in 
such categories as unauthorized 
absences, desertion and drug 
abuse." the report said. 
For example, it estimated 4® 
per cent of the Marines at the 
rank of sergeant and below had 
used marijuana at least once 


A survey of commanders 
found the problem was in the 
raw material: the younger, the 
less intelligent, the less educa­ 
ted. those who never suc­ 
ceeded. 


"The American public has en­ 
dowed Marine recruit training 
with an almost mystical ability 
to imbue young men with 
soldierly virtue no matter what 
their character or origins." the 
report said. "But there are 
limits to what even the Corps 


can achieve." 
The report said many of the 
worst joined up in 1973. which 
"appears to have been directly 
related to introduction of the 
all-volunteer force in that year. 
"Because of a widely held 
belief that a great majority of 
Marine accessions had been 
true volunteers, it was assumed 
that the all-volunteer force 
would not significantly alter the 
Corps' recruiting prospects. 
With the demise of the draft, 
however, it soom became ap­ 
parent that such was not the 
case." 
It found the Marines could not 
recruit competitively and that 
"some recruiters have resorted 
to irregular practices in order 
to meet numerical quotas." 
This, sources said, included 
cheating on entrance exams. 


Chou's role in developing Afro- 
Asian solidarity "w ill always 
be remembered with respect 
and admiration." 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Takeo Miki expressed his "deep 
sorrow" and said he wished to 
carry on Chou's policy of nor­

"It is officially reported here 
that deputy chairman of the 
central committee of the Com­ 
munist party of China, premier 
of the state council of the 
People’s Republic of China, 
Chou En-lai, died of cancer at 
the age of 77 (sic)." 
Both Ford and Kissinger said 
they did not expect his passing 
to affect improved Sino-Ameri- 
can relations, which Chou

Lakes Thursday and the wind 
chill factor hit 40 to 50 below 
zero in several areas. The sub­ 
zero cold continued today. 
Temperatures were well 
below freezing from the Rock­ 
ies to the East Coast, and light 
snows dusted the Northeast. 
At least 26 persons died in the 
snow, ice and cold. 
Crawfordsville 
residents 
found some solace in the sub­ 
zero cold. They said frigid 
temperatures apparently had 
stopped a rash of septic tank ex­ 
plosions that blew lids off the 
tanks and water out of toilets. 
Mechanical traffic signals in 
Chicago choked up in subzero 
cold and ran slightly slower, a 
police spokesman said. 
On short notice from Amtrak, 


a cafe in Creston, Iowa, spread 
a smorgasbord for 183 hungry 
passengers of an eastbound 
train. The train's dining car had 
frozen pipes. 
Two prisoners who walked 
away from a Green Bay, Wis , 
prison farm in 17-below-zero 
temperatures Wednesday night 
phoned the Brown County 
sheriff’s department two hours 
later 
" It’s too damn cold," one of 
the fugitives told police. "Come 
get us.’’ 
A United Press International 
count showed eight weather- 
attributed deaths in Illinois, 
five in Pennsylvania, four in 


New Jersey, three each in Mis­ 
souri and North Carolina, two 
in Kansas and one in Wisconsin. 
Storm-related deaths in­ 
cluded four persons in the 
Chicago area who died of heart 
attacks from shoveling snow 
and a 9-year-old Alton.

Richard Nixon turned 63 today, 
obviously healthier and report­ 
edly cheered by the possibility 
he may rise in public esteem as 
time discloses the misdeeds of 
other presidents. 
A small party was planned 
for his family and close friends 
and a "mini-museum" of Nixon 
memorabilia was to be opened 
at the former western White 
House press center, probably 
without his presence 
On the eve of his birthday 
Nixon issued an unusually long 


public statement mourning the 
death of Communist Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai, long an 
antagonist until he and Nixon 
played key roles in improving 
Sino-American relations. 
Nixon said he was "profound­ 
ly saddened" by the death of 
Chou, praising him for bringing 
on the rapprochement with 
Washington. His "legacy will 
be that he helped end the 
darkness," Nixon said. 
There were reports his 
daughter and son-in- aw, Julie 
and David Eisenhower, might 
return from their visit to 


mainland China in time to at­ 
tend Nixon s birthday party. 


Rabbi Baruch Korff, Nixon’s 
most active defender and fund­ 
raiser, said the gathering at 
Nixon's oceanside estate would 
be limited to the family and a 
few close associates from his 
administration. 


Korff, who sees Nixon often, 
described him as "quite con­ 
fident" there will be "a change 
in the assessment of his ad­ 
ministration with all the revela­ 
tions by comparison to what 
he’s done." 


;ommon Market officials in 
Brussels u id Chou supported a 
strong and united Europe as a 
counterweight to Soviet power. 
They said they would watch for 
any sign his death might bring a 
Sino-Soviet rapprochement, 
leading to a possible lessening 
of Chinese interest in Western 
Europe. 
One NATO official said that 
" if the Soviets make up with 
China, they w ill have a freer 
hand to give us trouble." 
But NATO officials said Chou 
had been ailing and out of the 
picture for some time and it 
was likely any policy changes 
would have appeared by now.

These are all indications that 
young Americans have a sub­ 
conscious yen to adopt the 
mores of the Midwest where 
agricultural self-sufficiency as 
well as neighborliness and 
honesty continue to be a way of 
life. 
William Carter. 41. drew 
these conclusions after four 
years of conducting research on 
the way of life of those living 
between the Alleghenies and 
the Rockies. 
He said in a recent interview. 
• There is an increasing aware­ 
ness that the Midwest is the 
heartland of the United States." 
Carter wrote the text and 
took the photographs for "M id­ 
dle West Country." published 
by the San Francisco Book Co. 
and Houghton Mifflin Co. 
He said it gives a unique view 
of a region that often serves as 
America's balance wheel and 
provides an invaluable record 
of achievement, initiative and 
democratic experimentation 
for a nation "fast blurring its 
regional distinctions." 
He said the Midwest offers a 
"face to face" way of life in 
contrast with the computerized 
and impersonal dealings in the 
urban areas. 
For example, he said, bank­ 
ing is always conducted on a 
personal level. There are no 
branch banks in the small 
towns. The banker knows his 
customers personally and so­ 
cially. He is an integral part of 
the rural Midwesterners life. 
Carter said children in the 
Midwest are more responsible 
to the family. They perform 
their chores and there is very 
little rebellion against parents. 
"Neighbors are real neigh­ 
bors.’* he said. "If a woman is 
sick, the neighbors will pitch in 
and make sure her family has a 
full refrigerator. During corn- 
cutting time the men will also 
help each other out." 
' "Young people in the urban 
areas are looking where we are 
going and they don’t like it," 
Cgjtyr said. "They see the farm 
life as an escape from the evils 
of W 
city:" 
He also said Midwesterners 
look upon residents of the West 
Coast as "kooky, far out, un­ 
balanced." They get these no­ 
tions from news stories on 
"isolated incidents" that occur 
particularly in California. 
However, many Midwestern­ 
ers come West because "they 
envy the mild weather, growth 
opportunities and job oppor­ 
tunities." Many stay but many 
return to their hometowns dis­ 
illusioned by the big cities in 
the West.

Get ready, USA 
the Earth Ball is coming) 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Look out bicentennial America, 
the Earth Ball is coming. 
From San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Park to the beaches of 
Cape Kennedy, thousands of 
fun-loving people are being 
turned on to non-competitive 
game playing. 
The earth ball, a symbol of 
the San Francisco-based New 
Games Foundation, has even 
bounced to the delight of 
several foreign governments, 
and will entertain people in 
more exotic places during 1976 
“Winning isn’t everything, 
it's nothing," explains play 
coordinator Pat Farrington. "If 
people center on the joy of play­ 
ing, cooperating and trusting 
rather than striving to win. they 
become part of the process — 
not spectators." 
Games that can be played by 
all ages is an underlying theme 


of the foundation and the non­ 
profit group has found funds for 
the fun coming from state, 
federal and foreign govern­ 
ments 
Originally conceived by Ste­ 
wart Brand (Whole Earth 
Catalog), the New Games 
began in 1973 with a field full of 
people at a well-organized free 
tournament. 
Then the foundation was 
formed and the fun spread 
Participants at more than a 
hundred events staged by the 
foundation during the past year 
ranged from four persons at a 
neighborhood seminar to 10,000 
at the Third Annual New 
Games Tournament held in 
Golden Gate Park. 
All games are free to those 
attending and the group's play 
coordinators will travel Just 
about anywhere to help others 
stage recreational activities. 


During 1975, games were 
played in New York, Florida, 
Albuquerque, San Diego, Cape 
Kennedy, Dallas, and as the 
year turned, in Australia, 
where Ms. Farrington was in­ 
vited for three months by the 
government. 
Various tax-exempt grants 
and donations make the activi­ 
ties possible. For organizations 
wanting to put on games outside 
the San Francisco area, ex­ 
penses of the coordinators must 
be paid by the sponsors. 
Training others to put on 
games consists of simply play­ 
ing and coming up with a lot of 
ideas and then incorporating 
them into a program, said Ms 
Farrington, who directs the 
Foundation's activities from an 
office at the San Francisco 
Ecology Center. 
"Different games are played 
all the tim e.” she said. 


"O th e rw ise it would be 
boring." 
One project the foundation 
was funded for was helping 
school children plan and build 
their own playground in San 
Francisco’s Visitación Valley. 
Games that are played in­ 
clude bopping, with helmets 
and soft clubs; tug of war, with 
no emphasis on winning; form­ 
ing circles and holding other 
people's hands, quite a jumble, 
and then unjumbling; bouncing 
the huge, heavy earthball, 
which takes cooperation by a 
small army of people, and 
dances, ping pong and other ex­ 
otic pastimes. 
"We try to create individual 
responsibility — helping people 
create their own games," said 
Ms Farrington. "Getting peo­ 
ple together is the main thing." 
The robust, smiling director 
is constantly arranging new 


events, which she then coordi­ 
nates with volunteers and a 
paid staff of six, all of whom 
will play a new game at the 
drop of a suggestion 


One of their big events plan­ 
ned for '76 is a sort of counter- 
olympics in Montreal, where 
they hope to draw thousands of 
people who will participate in 
game-playing in contrast to 
having to be spectators at the 
more publicized Olym pic 
arena. 


"We like to see voluntary 
situations where people come 
and enjoy themselves on an 
equal footing," Ms. Farrington 
said. "We re into cooperating 
rather than competing." 


Recreational areas and 
parks, she said, have been 
turned back to the people 
because of the kind of programs 
the foundation encourages.

tribution of electric energy, 
petroleum and its products, am­ 
monia. water, and incidental pur­ 
poses, including access and the 
right to keep the property free from 
inflammable materials, and wood 
growth, and otherwise protecting 
the same from all hazards in, upon 
or over the street or part thereof 
proposed to be vacated. 


2. A public hearing with regard to 
these vacations and abandonments 
shall be held before the City Council 
on the 20th day of January, 1976, at 
its regular meeting in the Council 
Chambers at City Hall located at 
119 West Walnut Avenue in the City 
of Lompoc at the hour <rf 7:30 p.m. 


3. The City Council hereby elects 
to proceed with this proposed vaca­ 
tion and abandonment pursuant to 
the Street Vacation Act of 1941. 


4. The portion of street to be 
abandoned is designated on a map 
or plan on file in the office of the 
City Clerk to which reference is 
hereby made for further particulars 
as to the proposed vacations. 


5. The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized and directed to publish 
this resolution within the 15 days 
after its passage in a newspaper of 
general circulation published and 
circulated in the City and to further 
cause notices of the proposed street 
vacations to be posted conspicuous­ 
ly along the portions of streets 
proposed to be vacated at least 10 
days before the above date set for 
hearing. Notices shall be posted not 
more than 300 feet apart, but at 
least three shall be posted upon 
each portion of street proposed to 
be vacated. Said notices shall state 
the passage of this resolution and 
the time and place of the hearing.

Council and the candidates 


We have eight candidates 
running for two city council 
seats this year and one of 
those candidates, because of 
her very active interest over 
the past years in Lompoc's 
government, is posing some 
very real procedural problems 
for the council. 
Mrs. Alberta Morgan, in ad­ 
dition to being a candidate, 
has for some time been more 
than a little interested in this 
valley's direction, and has had 
no reservations about telling 
the city council about her 
views. 
And there is no reason to 
believe, simply because she is 
a council candidate, that she 
would or should refrain from 
continuing to express those 
views, and therein lies the 
problem. For if Mrs. Morgan 
can address the council and 
express herself, can't the 
other seven candidates do the 
same? And at what point does 
the expression of views at a 


council meeting become a 
forum for council candidates? 


This week the city council 
recognized the potential for 
turning council meetings into 
a forum, through which all 
eight candidates might cam­ 
paign, and moved to correct 
the situation. How successful 
they were in accomplishing 
their mission remains to be 
seen, for in fact the tools to 
prevent such a situation 
already exist, implementation 
being the enigma. 


While relevancy and a five 
minute time limit are the 
criteria by which the mayor 
will allow a person, candidate 
or otherwise, to address the 
council, and only during that 
period set aside for oral com­ 
munications, it can only be a 
subjective determination on 
his part as to what is relevant. 
And that seems nearly as 
dangerous to us as would be a 
blanket prohibition against a 


candidate addressing the coun­ 
cil at all. 
We feel, then, that it must 
remain to the candidates 
themselves to set the rules by 
which they will conduct their 
individual campaigns. If Mrs. 
Morgan chooses to express 
herself to the council, which 
would be entirely consistent 
with her past behavior, it can 
only be the seven other can­ 
didates who choose whether or 
not to express their own views 
relative to Mrs. Morgan’s 
statement. 
The qualifications and 
caliber of candidates will be 
judged not only on the basis of 
what they say but also by how 
they say it, and when. If coun­ 
cil meetings become a forum 
for all eight candidates, then it 
will be the conditions 
specifically surrounding that 
circumstance which will have 
to be analyzed and dealt with. 
Prior restraint probably can­ 
not work.

The dream they lost 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


Nixon monitored Kissinger's phone 


WASHINGTON - Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, who was implicated in 
tapping the telephones of seven subor­ 
dinates and four newsmen, had his own 
phone calls monitored. 
No less than Richard Nixon, in a fit of 
presidential pique, ordered the Secret 
Service, Charles Colson, then a member 
of Nixon’s inner cir­ 
cle. He has described 
the incident in a sizzl­ 
ing, 
soon-to-be- 
published book, “Bom 
Again.” 
We have also spoken 
to oth er sources 
fam iliar with the 
backroom machina- 
tions that led to the 
easvesdropping. Here 
are the incredible 
details: 
On Sunday, Dec. 17, 
1972, President Nixon ordered the Air 
Force to bomb North Vietnam into sub­ 
mission to force a settlement. The 
devastating round-the-clock raids out­ 
raged our adversaries and allies alike. 
Even at home, Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield called the bomb­ 
ing “Stone Age strategy.” 
Kissinger pleaded with the President 
to explain his reasons for the bombing to 
the world. Nixon not only declined but 
ordered strict silence about the bombing 
throughout the bureaucracy. 
Not long afterward, New York Times 
columnist James Reston wrote that Kis­ 
singer had opposed the bombing. Reston 
was critical of the air assault, calling it 
“war by tantrum.” 
Colson read the column to Nixon, who 
was furious. “I will not tolerate insubor­ 
dination,” he exploded. “You tell Henry 
he’s to talk to no one, period! I mean no 
one! And tell him not to call me. I will 
accept no calls from him.” 
Colson relayed the message to Kis­ 
singer who agreed not to discuss the 
bombing with anyone in the press. 
Meanwhile, Nixon buried himself in a 
Washington Redskins football game, 
but it didn’t cool him down, Colson 
recalls. 
Possibly to escape Nixon’s wrath, Kis­ 
singer had flown off to Palm Springs, the 
California resort, for a few days of relax­ 
ation. But Nixon’ still fuming, decided to 
keep tabs on Kissinger. 
As Colson recounts it, the President 
“ordered me to have the Secret Service 
keep a record of all incoming and outgo­ 
ing calls from Kissinger’s heavily 
guarded villa in Palm Springs.” 


Colson issued the orders through an 
aide and the Secret Service began 
monitoring Kissinger’s calls, says the 
former White House aide. He’s unsure 
whether the Secret Service tapped Kis­ 
singer’s lines, bugged his end of the con­ 
versation or merely used devices to list 
incoming and outgoing calls. The Secret 
Service had the capability, according to 
our sources, to do all three. 
The Secret Service learned from the 
monitoring that Kissinger tried to reach 
Nixon. But true to his threat, the angry 
President refused to take the calls. 
Colson reports that Kissinger then 
“proceeded to call his old friend, Joe 
Kraft.” 
Three days later, the columnist wrote 
in the Washington Post that Kissinger 


had valiantly opposed Nixon’s bombing 
order. This so infuriated the President 
that he began “counting the days until 
Henry left to return to Harvard,” recalls 
Colson. 


Sources close to Kissinger say he was 
acutely aware of the move to send him 
back to Harvard. The H.R. Haldeman- 
John Ehrlichman-Charles Colson palace 
guard were “out to get him,” according 
to intimates of Kissinger. During this 
period, Kissinger felt the palace guard 
wanted to force him out in disgrace and 
make him the scapegoat for Nixon’s 
bombing policies. 


Colson contends, however, that Nixon 
had decided even earlier to replace Kis­ 
singer. Colson quotes the former Presi­ 
dent as confiding to him at Camp David: 
“Kissinger will be leaving in six or eight 
months. It’s not good for a man to stay 
too long in that position. It will be better 
for Henry.” 
Kissinger’s intimates confirm that the 
palace guard succeeded for awhile in 


cutting Kissinger off from the President. 
But as Nixon sank deeper in the 
Watergate mire, he turned increasingly 
to foreign affairs to divert attention 
from the scandal. Eventually, he con­ 
cluded that he needed Kissinger. 
So instead of ousting Kissinger, the 
President added to his stature. At the 
time, Kissinger had only one title; he 
was the President’s national security ad­ 
viser. But in August, 1973, Nixon invited 
Kissinger to San Clemente, Calif. During 
a swim in the presidential pool, Nixon 
notified Kissinger that he would be the 
next Secretary of State. 
One year later, it was Nixon who left 
office in disgrace and Kissinger who sur­ 
vived in power. 
Footnote: The Secret Service flatly 
denied that it ever monitored Kissinger’s 
calls. “This kind of monitoring,” a 
spokesman said “is not our business. Our 
business is security.” Colson told us that 
it was conceivable, but unlikely, that 
military communications handled the 
actual monitoring.

MOSCOW — Mr. Hedrick Smith, cor­ 
respondent for the New York Times in 
Moscow, has written an indispensable 
book “The Russians” collecting data, 
analyses, and insights into the tormented 
people who need to worry not only about 
the usual ailments, but about Com­ 
munism as well. Solzhenitsyn has writ­ 
ten th at there Is 
probably not in all of 
Russia anyone left 
who 
g en u in ely 
believes, any longer, 
in the complex of fan­ 
cies that compose 
Communist dogma. 
That may be so, but 
there is nevertheless 
an animating principle 
that persuades one 
class of Russians to 
devote their lives to 
to rm en tin g th e ir 
fellow Russians, and to keeping the rest 
of the world in a state of armed frenzy. 
Perhaps it is simply the old instinct to 
dominate the world, a pleasant enough 
ambition entertained by many men and 
races throughout history without the aid 
of ideology. Perhaps Communism has 
reduced to a useful superstition. 
These are matters for foreign jour­ 
nalists and analysts to ponder. Whatever 
conclusions they arrive at respecting the 
pathology, they are unlikely to bring 
relief to the Russian people. They know 
that their leaders believe that the Soviet 
Union has a sacred mission to catalyze 
the collapse of the bourgeois world. They 
know this because they are taught it at 
school. Those few of them who are sent 
abroad are especially trained in the 
polemics of their creed. Those who stay 
at home won’t find anyone to argue with 
them — to argue is unsafe. What they do 
is, simply try to get along. They have 
proved m arvelously adaptable. 
Socialism for them is nothing more than 
an encyclopedia of prohibitions they are 
always running into, and, often with 
some success, maneuvering around. 
Mr. Smith tells of a popular un­ 
derground story involving Leonid 
Brezhnev who takes his aged mother on a 
transfigurating tour of his offices in the 
Kremlin, his dachas in the suburbs, and 
on the Black Sea, whisking her from 
palace to palace by private jet, 
helicopter, and train. Throughout it all 
she is silent. But finally she speaks. “It 
is all very well, Leonid. But what if the 
Reds come back?” 
It is diabolic how successfully the 
Soviet State has introduced an order ex­ 
actly the opposite of what the Com­ 
munist visionaries spoke of. The 
privileged class in the Soviet Union lives 


a life on an entirely different order from 
that of the mass of the people. They have 
chauffeured limousines, and fresh food, 
and hard currency to purchase what they 
want from abroad, and country houses, 
and telephones, and servants, and 
children at private school, and friends 
who will grant their sons deferment 
from the army, their daughters entrance 
to a medical school. 
They have only to fear: falling out of 
favor. This is the perpetual insecurity of 
the socialist elite, accounting for the 
high order of cultivated sycophancy. The 
material achievements of such a social 
order — agricultural production, in­ 
dustrial production, consumer satisfac­ 
tion — are as one would expect. 
The abolition of the materialist order 
would free the human being from his ties 
to avarice and ambition, Communism 
preached. But surely there was never a 
world more materialist than modern 
Russia’s. And why not? Those other 
things that can absorb a spiritually 
hungry man are taken from him. 
Religion, justice, a sense of the nobility 
of the individual, privacy, intellectual 
adventure. Take these things away, and 
you have left only the desire for a full 
stomach, a car, the companionship of a 


few trusted friends and vodka. 


The public dependence on vodka is far 
far greater than before the second world 
war, and it is ventured that the reason 
for this is that even late into Stalin’s 
terror, the Soviet people felt that they 
were embarked on a great spiritual 
adventure. With the successive dis- 
illusionments of the past decades, that 
dream is gone, and escapism is sought 
after lustfully. TTiey drink as if there 
were no tomorrow; and many of them 
wish that that dream might come true, 
never mind the baloney about human 
brotherhood, the classless society, and 
the withering away of the state. 


The Soviet Government, though of­ 
ficially disdaining the free market, 
knows something about the price 
system, and now charges three rubles, 
(four dollars, at the official exchange: a 
day’s wage) for a half litre of vodka. So 
you drive by the stores and spot someone 
with a single finger uplifted. That 
means: “I have two rubles towards a 
bottle of vodka, and I need a third 
partner.” Willing buyer, willing seller: it 
still adds up to a deal. The best bargain 
in the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics.
